DEATH O N THE 8C AFF0U). 

Adam Volyovlteh Pays the I>eath Penalty 
at Wllkeabarre, Pennaylvanla. 

Wii.KEHBAKHic, Fa., April 4. — A liig 
crowd hUiTounded the prison this morning 
for the pui iKiM- of witnessing the execution 
of Adam Volvovitch, but Slierilf Search 
only admitted al>out two humlred pe<iple. 
The hanging was announce<l to tjiUe place at 
ll:4U. Heli){ious servicus were held in tbe 
cell of the ixiiidemned man for nearly two 
hours, and at 11 o'clock Volvovitch said that 
be was reailr. Hih arms ware 8<Kin bound 
and tbe ilianii to the yanl was )>e^un. His 
spiritual adviwrs supported him on either 
i^e, pniyei-s being said on the way The 
prisoner was then pinioned, the uooite ad- 
justed and at 11:<!1 the trap was sjirung. 
Death resulted from strangultition after the 
body had been hanging fifteen minutes. 

The crime for which Adam Volvovitch 
was hangt-d to-day wa.s a cold bkKxiod and 
brutal one. A stranger with plenty of money 
giving his name as Stanislaus Hioski, ap- 
peared in the village of Miners' Mills, alxnit 
three miles from here, on August 17, \H>i/. 
He t<s)k up his aUxle with Volvovitch. Ou 
Uiu night of tbe crime the latter persuaded 
liioski to take a walk with him towards 
I'itt«ton. When a mile and a half above 
Miners' Mills, Volvovitch shot Bioski three 
times in the head. He then robbed his vic- 
tim of his watch, chain, ooat and money and 
left Uioski lying on tha ground moaning 
with pain. Bioski Wds fou^d by some train- 
men and moved to Miners' Mills, where be 
died on the following week. The murderer 
fled to Jersey t'ity, where be was arrested 
ou August 'il. He plea(le<l selfnlefease, but 
the evidence waa conclusive as to the murder 
being fur the purpoae of robberj, and Volvo- 
yitoh waa aentenoed to be hang^.

One Oommisaioner, 
to be appointed by the Governor and sub- 
ject to removal by the Executive, is pro- 
vided, in place of the preeent board, at a 
salary of $250 per month. 

The bill incorporating the Mt. Olivet 
Deposit Bank has passed both houses. 

The House has passed a bill mailing it 
lawfnl for any unmarried woman under 
sixteen years of age to serve as a deputy in 
the office of County Clerk in Lewis and 
Henderson counties. 

Seventy-six local ms as n r es pawed the 
Hoase laat F riday. 

An amended reeolution by Mr. Beed, 
offering a rewant for the cititture and con- 
viction of J. W. Tate, was adopted. Th t 
Amount is $$,000, and the Auditor is au- 
thorised to pay same upon the order of 
the Governor. 

Ths Senate passed a bill regulating and 
limiting the amounts which counties in 
this State may vote to railroads to 4 per 
cent, of the assessed value ef real and per- 
sonal propet ly.
